MILLIONS FOR ROADS IN '36 

MONTGOMERY. - 
1936 highway construction pro- 
gram, totaling more than $10,000,- 
000 and giving employment to ap- 
proximately 10,200 men, is well 
under way, reports Reese Harvey. 
office engineer of the State High- 
way Department. This program 
is financed by gasoline tax, auto- 
mobile tax and Federal funds, 

In addition to this highway con- 


struction program sponsored by 
the State Highway Department, 
road improvement projects are 


under way in each of the 67 coun- 
ties, financed chiefly by gasoline 
tax allocated to the various coun- 
ties from the funds collected by 
the State Tax Commission and 
umounting to more than $6,500 
per month to each county, 

Exactly 744 miles of roads are 
now under construction, while an 
additional 250 miles of bituminous 
faving will be completed and op- 
ened to traffic through the three- 
way program within the next 60 
days. 

It is estimated that approxi- 
mately $700,000 from Federal 
grants is yet to be contracted by 
the Highway Department on high- 
way and grade separation projects.
